There is jio better way to improve your game than by a study of the manner 


in which good players bid or play interesting hands, but to get this result, you 
must really study the hand and particularly the principle involved. Most olayers, 
however, only look over a problem hand in a cursory manner and thus obtain 
little or no benefit. Here is a hand that illustrates a principle of play that should 
be understood by all players; namely, "throwing the lead".

Answer: Y Z can make aW the re­ 
maining tricks* as fo llo ws: 2 sho uld 
lead the deuce o f clubs, trumping in 
Y’s hand with the deuce o f diamo nds. 
At trick two Y sho uld lead the five o f 
diamo nds. B cqnno t discard a dub, fo r 
if he do es Z call take the lead and set 
up a club trick,*thus easily giving Y Z 
eight tricks. At trick two , therefo re, 
B is o bliged to discard a heart o r a 
spade. As the suits are exactly the 
same, suppo se B discards a heart. What­ 
ever suit B selects, Z sho uld fo llo w the 
discard. Thus, if B discards the queen 
o f hearts, Z sho uld discard the deuce 
o f hearts. A’s discard at this stage is 
immaterial, but let it be the suit which 
B do es no t discard, in this instance, 
spades.
